b. Solar- Activity and Climate 

c. Solar Forecasting 

d. Preparing a Climatic Data Ease 

e. Quaternary Glaciation 


These meetings are to exchange detailed information and plan future 
Subgroup programs. 


2. Exchange of one to four scientists each May for 6-12 months at 
different US and USSR institutions. 


3. Exchange climatic data on magnetic tapes plus format explanation. 


4. have a Sovxec scxei.^xst work ac .mauna Lon wxth USSR equipment r or 
a couple of months. 


5. Plan a Joint Marine Expedition on a USSR ship for 1976-77. 


6. Each Subgroup will exchange some data on its subject and carry out 
planning studies. 


7. Design a field experiment to bo carried out in the USSR on Aerosols. 


8. Develop a plan to use US plus USSR instruments on a TU 144 SST to 
measure trace gases in stratosphere.
